FAST BREATHING 
IS'BLACKOUT' 
GAUSE FOR FLIER 


This Dancer Is as Im­ 
portant as Loss of 
Consciousness

newly discovered cause of 
“black­ 
outs" by aviators was declared to­ 
day to be too rapid inhaling of oxy­ 
gen at high altitudes. 
ThLs danger, which may 
be 
as 
important as the loss of conscious­ 
ness due to rapid pull-outs 
from 
dives, was pointed out today before 
the closing meeting of the national 
academy of sciences by Dr. Carl F. 
Schmidt and Dr. Julius H. Comroe 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 
Too much oxygen Inhaled 
quickly 
may be as dangerous as too little 
over a period of minutes, they de­ 
clared. 
The 
body 
has 
two 
types 
of 
breathing control—an arca in the 
brain which responds to concentra­ 
tions of carbon dioxide in the blood 
arid speeds up breathing, the other 
group of “ehemoreceptors” located 
in the two main arteries 
of 
the 
body. 
The 
latter 
are 
extremely 
delicate nerve endings, hangovers 
from man’s evolution from 
water 
animals, which respond quickly to 
high concentrations of oxygen and 
act to cut down the supply of it to 
the blood. 
In some circumstances, such as 
tile administration of anesthesia or 
high altitude flying, “the control of 
breathing may revert to the primi­ 
tive aquatic type and be carried out 
by the ehemoreceptors.” The U ni­ 
versity of 
Pennsylvania 
scientists 
declared, and sudden administra­ 
tion of 
oxygen 
lack 
may 
cause 
breathing to stop. 
With sudden relief of long-stand­ 
ing obstructions 
of the 
windpipe 
and perhaps sudden increase in the 
oxygen intake by aviators at high 
altitudes, collapse and unconscious­ 
ness ensue,** they added.

DIDN’T know that October contained a 
National Letter-writing Week, sponsored 
by the U. S. Post Office, until I received a 
clipping from my friend H. Bond Bliss, of the 
Miami Herald, telling me about it. 
He only 
wrote me a brief letter however, in his 
column, as he did to a number of others. But 
it was a fine one— brief and to the heart. 
I know of few acts that give joy equal to 
that of w riting a letter to some one whom 
you love, or to someone who would welcome 
a letter— and who doesn’t? 
In this connection I see no reason why the 
U. S. plan should not be adopted by many an­ 
other nation — Canada and its Dominions, 
especially — letters even from strangers to 
the brave lads training to protect liberty and 
freedom, and to those already in the thick of 
the tight. 
Letters mean more than anyone 
ever realizes. They are rays of sunshine and 
hope.

I, for one, can say that if people 
who write columns didn’t get letters of 
praise, appreciation, or even of criticism, 
there would remain no incentive to write at 
a ll! 
How is any writer to know, whether he is 
helping or inspiring, if his readers do not 
write and tell him so? 
Recently I received 
a letter from a very great writer, in apprecia­ 
tion of a kind appreciation of her fine book, 
mentioned in this column. 
It was such a sur­ 
prise— but it flooded my day with sunshine. 
I recall my many visits wnen just a boy 
fresh from college to the old Pacific Garden 
Mission on Clark Street in Chicago— where 
Billy Sunday was converted, by the way— 
and every evening the Ane leader, Harry 
Monroe, now long gone, would exclaim “How 
long since you wrote to Mother?” 
Well, 
Mothers and Fathers do not stay around any 
too long. 
Letters to them mean more than 
gold— more than anything material. 
Write 
them while you can. 
It isn’t the language, but the spirit and the 
feeling, that come from your heart, that 
count most of all. 
To whomsoever — write 
that letter “that you have long intended to 
write”— today!

TM IE only thing .seriously wrong with “Home Town,” 
* 
latest of the "Face of America" series to be born, 
is the probability that Sherwood Anderson was not 
the m an to have w ritten it. 
'rids in spite of Mr, 
Anderson’s well-known fam iliarity with small-town 
lite ana his undying interest in the homely doings of 
the usually anonymous "common m an.” 
For Mr. Anderson has reached a pretty ripe age 
and is still groping for a principle to live by. 
If 
anything, lie is more undecided than he was as a 
young man, and more vaguev He has put almost 
nothing at all in ‘ Home Town" which a reader may 
grasp and handle and use in his own living. 
And for this season Mr, Anderson has not told of 
his own small town down in Virginia, or of "W ines­ 
burg” as he once did. 
He generalizes, and because 
he is writing of common characteristics, which every­ 
body knows, his book seems not to take root at all. 
It is no news, even to so benighted a soul as a born 
New Yorker, th at small-town people argue, drink 
hooch, quarrel, loaf on Main street, bring goods to 
market, are born, die and two days later are buried. 
The town drunk is no unique specimen — Times 
Square has them by tile dozen. 
Tile town movie is 
likewise only a ‘fortunately) less elegant version of 
those gilt-encrusted, suave-ushered temples of bad 
taste around New York’s grassicss village “green." 
People parking downtown to watch tile crowd on 
Saturday night are precisely like tile gawping throngs 
in Times Square every night — there Us no hick so 
blatant as a New York hick. 
So th at all Mr. Anderson has done in "Home Town" 
is to restate tile truism that people are people for 
all that 
It would have been easy to give point to tile 
book by focusing it on one small town in particular, 
so th a t the small ditferences which lend flavor to 
people and things might have been used. The book is 
illustrated by dozens of good photographs taken by 
the historical section of the Farm Security Adminis­ 
tration. 
Bul according to tile book itself this photo­ 
graphic project has concerned itself with "America’s 
rural lower third.” America's rural upper tw o-thirds 
Urns are ignored and this is, one imagines, a serious 
omission.
